AUDIT REPORT ON UNIVERSITY OF HYDERABAD FOR 1982-83 

(1) Diversion of Grant : 

In the statement of Unspent Balance of Grants shown in Schedule 'E' of the Annual Accounts for 1982-83 1 
there was a minus balance of Rs. 4 -31 lakhs under A—Revenue Account of Part IT—Development. This resulted 
in diversion of grant of Rs. 4 -31 lakhs from Capital Account to Revenue Account. Besides, even under ‘Capital 
Account’ there were heavy minus balances amounting to Rs. 14 -64 lakhs in respect of grants released for utilisation 
on specific building works as shown in the annexure. Expenditure of Rs. 14 -64 lakhs incurred in excess of the 
grants received for specific works resulted in diversion of grants from one work to another to that extent. The 
University stated (August 1983) that the c.xcess expenditure was met from the funds available under other schemes, 
temporarily to avoid delay in implementation of the schemes because some delay was inherent in the procedure 
prescribed fiir release of grants. 

(2) Advances pending adjastment : 

An amount of Rs. 27 -60 lakhs wa.s pending adjustment towasds Miscellaneous and Temporary Advances av 
in March 1983 and Rs. 10-89 lakhs as in November 1983. The details arc given below :

Miscellaneous advances amounting to Rs. 5 Gb lakhs were pending adjustment for a period of over one year 
and tcraporary advances of Rs. 0 -26 lakh and Rs. 0 *20 lakh were pending adjustment over 2 years and 1 year res¬ 
pectively. 

Aptiri from this, an amount of Rs. OGb lakhs was pending adjustment as in November 1983 towards Leave 
Travel Concession advance. 

(3) Physical verification of Stores and Stock : 

Mention was made in para I of the Audit Report of University of Hyderabad for 1981-82 that certificates of 
physical verification of stores were not recorded in materials-at-site accounts maintained in Engineering Branch and 
that in respect of dead stock (furniture) no physical verification was done from 1977-78 onwards. No action was 
taken in this regard inspite of pointing out the omission in the previous Audit Report.

REPLY TO AUDIT REPORT ON UNIVERSITY OF HYDERABAD FOR 1982.83 
1. Diymion of Grants 

The minus balance of Rs. 4 -31 lakhs under A. Revenue Account of Part H—Development shown in the state¬ 
ment of unspent balance of grants (vide schedule ‘E’ of Annual Accounts for 1982-83) represents expenditure towards 
salaries, fellowships, cost of serial publications, etc., incurred in anticipation of receipt of grant from the UGC on 
sanctioned items of expenditure. The excess expenditure got regularised since the UGC released a grant of 
Rs. 16 -20 lakhs during 1983-84. 

As regards the minus balances amounting to Rs. 14 -64 lakhs under Part 11—Development (Capital), a sum of 
Rs. 2 -45 lakhs was released by the UGC during 1983-84 so far. It is, however, pointed out in this connection that 
there is a time lag between the sanction of a scheme and release of funds by the UGC. In fact, some delay is in¬ 
herent in the procedure prescribed for getting release of grants especially for buildings projects. While the first 
instalment of grant is released by the UGC after receipt of detailed estimates and tender information, sirbsequcnt 
instalments arc released after the expenditure is incurred on the basis of progress reports certified by the Bn^neer. 

When once original sanction is exceeded due to vidid reasons, further release of grant is made onl> after a re¬ 
vised estimates is approved. University depends on the Architects for preparation of revised estimates. On receipt 
of the revised estimates from the Architect, the same is sent to UGC. UGC in turn sends the same to CPWD for 
scrutiny. If there are any comments from the CPWD, they are transmitted to Architects through the UGC and 
the University. Replies have again to pass through the University and the UGC to CPWD. After final ojcarance 
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by CPWD only Ihc UGC accords sanction to the revised estimates. All these take considerable time and the exe¬ 
cution of work has to go on meanwhile. After the revised estimates are sanctioned only the UGC releases further 
grants and hence there is bound to be delay in release of grants in such cases. 

Further, in respect oi' vsorks virtually completed, UGC is insisting on completion reports for releasing the 
linal instalments. For sending completion reports, the University has to make final payments in anticipation of 
release of grants from the UGC. 

The expenditure in excess of grants released is met from the funds available under other schemes temporarily 
to avoid delay in implementation of the programme and for honouring commitments. On receipt of grants from 
the UGC appropriate adjustments are made between different heads of account. Such adjustments are necessary 
due to exigencies of the situation. These are not in reality diversion of grants. As regards excess expenditure under 
research projects referred to under Item 13 and 14 of the Annexurc to the Audit Report, it is stated that the investi¬ 
gators concerned have been addressed to get the amount recouped from the UGC, at early date. 

2. Advances pending adjustment 

The advances of Rs. 9 -27 lakhs outstanding under the category ‘M^pcUancous advances' relate to payments 
made in advance to firms in India for the supply of materials and also forX.Cs opened for import of foreign equip¬ 
ment. These advances are pending adjustment either for want of receipt of materials or for want of invoices with 
stock entry particulars after the equipment is received. The amount of Rs. 9 -27 lakhs outstanding under Misc. 
Advances at present will be cleared soon after the materials/equipment/invoices arc received from firms. 

As regards the pending temporary advances of Rs, 1 -62 lakhs, the matter is being pursued vigorously with the 
concerned temporary advance holders for an early adjustment. 

Out of Rs. 0 -36 lakhs of L.T.C. advances pending, bills amounting to Rs. 29,465/- were received by the Con¬ 
trolling Officer and are under scrutiny. The balance amount of Rs. 6,632/- is being recovered. Hence, the para 
may plcxisc be dropped. 

3. ^lysical verification of Stores and Stock 

The University does not have any reserve stock and the UGC has not sanctioned reserve stock to this Univei'- 
sity, inspite of our repeated requests for the sauction of the same. It is not found possible physically to stock mate¬ 
rials at different places, even though they stand charged to different works and the materials pre therefore stored at 
ono place for purposes of proper handling, safe custody, and proper control in one control store at one central place. 
This being so, the physical verillcation was done only in respect of the bulk quantities and not with reference to the 
individual works. 

The physical verification of Central Stores was carried out for the year 1981-82 and physical balances were 
found to be tallying with the book balances except in the case of five items of steel rounds against which excess and 
shortages were noticed. The discrepancies appear to bo duo to mistake in the diametres. The discrepancies are 
being reconciled. In view of this, the objection may please be dropped. 

Physical vcrilicotion in respect of Dead Stock (Furniture) has been taken up and the work is expected to be 
completed shortly.
